Victor Flambeau is back! Yes, 
Flambeau, who is known at George 
Washington as Dr. Gertrude R. 
Brigham, has Just returned from a 
stay in China, a stay which was 
crammed with thrills and unwonted 
escapades such as only the Orient 
can provide.’ 

Dr. Brigham, who for elglU years 
taught Art, Archaeology, and Eng- 
lish at George Washington and Is at 
present on a leave of absence from 
the University, relates her story. 

“I was teaching at Canton Chris- 
tian College, in Canton, which was a 
warm but pleasant place, until sev- , 
eral uprisings occurred and made it 
almost hot,” Bhe said and smiled as 
she adjusted her large chair before t 
the fireplace in her cozy studio. 

“Not long after this, bandits be- : 
gan to appear on the highways and | 
it was then that I was ordered to | 
cease riding my little pony, and made ; 
to stay within the confines of the 
college. This seemed hard but it 
was little in comparison with what 
happened later.” 

Escapee To Shanghai 
“Before the law could intervene 
a panic took place. In the chaos that 
followed forty of my students were 
kidnapped. Luckily I was able to 
escape to Shanghai by boat, where I 
remained for some time before I re- 
turned home.” 

Dr. Brigham said that she likes 
China, however, and hopes to make 
the world like it, through her new 
book on China, which will be pub- 
lished some time in the spring. 

“I might still have been in Shang- 
hai,” she continued, “had I accepted 
the offer of Dr. King Chu, Chinese 
editor of the Commercial Press, the 
largest publishing house in China, to 
become head of the English Depart- 
ment at Kwong Hua University, lo- 
cated at Shanghai. Dr. King Chu 
is a graduate of George Washington, 
and organized Kwong Hua Univer- 
sity, which means ‘Enlightened 
China.’ ” 

Author Of Many Books 
While in China Dr. Brigham fin- 
ished her recently published book, 
“Red Letter Days in Europe, With a 
Glimpse of Northern Africa,” which 
is a, bird’s-eye view of European post- 
war conditions, with side lights of 
the romance lands of Northern 
Africa. Under the pen name of Vic- 
tor Flambeau she describes every- 
thing from a bull fight in Madrid to 
a camping trip in the Sahara. 

Dr. Brigham is the author of “The 
Study and Enjoyment of Art,” a text 
which has long been used at George 
Washington. She is the art editor 
tor the Washington Herald and the 
Public Affairs Magazine. 

“I like art and endorse the move- 
ment to make Washington a national 
art center,” she said whole-heart- 
edly. “In truth, I like Washington 
and am glad to be back home again.”

An address on the Near East was 
delivered by Stephen Panaretoff, 
former minister from Bulgaria to the 
United States, at the December meet- 
ing of the History Club, Tuesday 
evening, December 16. Events of 
the recent war and reasons for the 
entry of the several Balkan States j 
were reviewed. 

Final settlement of affairs in the 
peninkula was regarded as unlikely 
Inasmuch as the inevitable conflict 
of certain national and racial ele- 
ments still present among the small 
principalities seem to afford no prom- 
ise of permanent peace. The opin- 
ion was ventured that, judging from 
the present outlook, reparations 
called for under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles will probably be found im- 
possible to liquidate or to enforce, 
and that further adjustments will 
eventually have to be made. 

Attention was called to tlm fact 
that although Bulgaria entereff the 
war on the side of the Central Pow- 
ers, that country supplied no troops 
for action on the western front, nor 
elsewhere outside of her own terri- 
tory* Also Bulgaria is comparatively 
much in advance of the other nations 
in payments on her reparations as- 
Beesment.
